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Mount Stephen. The prosperous little village of 
Field, B.C., is dwarfed into insignificance by the splendid 
mountains that hem it in, chief of which is Mount Stephen, 
one of the grandest of the Rockies. It towers 10,000 feet 
above sea level and 6,500 feet above the valley, and, with 
its peak touched with sunlight or half obscured with mist, 
is one of the crowning glories of the mountains. 
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
